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DETAILED ACTION / ADVISORY ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of the amendment filed by the applicant on 6/21/2004, in 
which the applicant proposed to amend independent Claim 1 and Claim 3. However, 
this amendment has not been entered because it raises new issues that would 
require further searching and consideration on the part of the examiner. Specifically, 
the applicant proposed to amend independent Claim 1 (from which Claims 3-5 and 
7-9 depend) to require that the optical film fabricated by the claimed method be a 
color filter. This limitation has not previously been present in the claims of the instant 
application, and such a limitation would significantly change the scope of the 
aforementioned claims. As such, entry of the proposed amendment would require 
further searching and consideration, and the amendment has not been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on 6/21/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Specifically, the applicant's arguments are drawn to the claims as 
proposed in the amendment of 6/21/2004.
